To  the  Citizens  and  Taxpayers  of  Gilford: 

We  present  herewith  the  annual  reports  of  the  Select- 
men and  the  Treasurer,  the  Town  Clerk,  Collector  of 
Taxes,  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds,  also  the  reports  of  various 
other  Town  Officers  and  Committees,  and  the  annual  re- 
port of  the  School  Board  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
January  31,  1928. 

In  considering  a  budget  for  the  ensuing  year,  we  meet 
constantly  increasing  demands  for  money,  and  it  becomes 
the  duty  of "  the  Selectmen  to  carefully  consider  each 
proposition  which  calls  for  the  expenditure  of  money,  and 
recommend  in  our  budget,  only  the  things  that  are  ab- 
solutely necessary  and  that  seem  advisable. 

During  the  year  just  ended,  work  on  the  Winnepesaukee 
road  has  been  carried  on  under  the  continuing  appropria- 
tion which  was  authorized  at  our  last  Town  Meeting.  We 
are  asked  to  appropriate  enough  money  this  year  to  en- 
able us  to  complete  the  construction  of  this  Road. 

The  following  appropriations  are  recommended  for  the 
ensuing  year :

Support  of  public  library  250.00.

There  are  several  other  propositions  presented  in  the 
Warrant  which  should  have  careful  consideration  when  we 


make  our  appropriations  as  only  very  careful   planning 
will  enable  us  to  keep  our  tax  rate  down.

All  six  of  these  children  entered  the  Laconia  High 
school  in  September. 

The  schools  in  session  this  year  are  the  same  as  last 
year,  namely,  Intervale,  Village,  No.  Nine,  No.  Twelve, 
and  Lily  Pond.  There  is  no  pupil  left  at  the  present  time 
in  the  Lake  Shore  Park  District,  and  only  one  pupil  at 
East  Gilford.  This  child  is  being  transported  to  the 
Village  school.  The  policy  of  transporting  the  children 
on  Liberty  Hill  to  Laconia  has  been  continued.  The  ques- 
tion of  opening  the  Liberty  Hill  school  was  thoroughly 
considered  last  summer,  but  it  was  decided  that  the  policy 
of  transportation  was  much  more  satisfactory  from  every 
standpoint. 

Our  teaching  force  has  only  one  change  from  last  year. 
Miss  Dorothy  Hill  resigned  in  June  and  Miss  Helene 
Martin  of  Keene  Normal  school  was  appointed  to  fill  this 
vacancy  at  No.  Twelve.  The  following  table  gives  the 
present  teachers,  the  salaries  paid  and  the  enrollment  in 
each  school :

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The  total  enrollment  is  77,  a  decrease  of  eleven  over  this 
tinae  last  year.  This  decrease  is  in  part  due  to  the  policy 
inaugurated  last  September  of  paying  the  tuition  of  any 
seventh  and  eighth  grade  pupils  who  might  avail  them- 
selves of  the  opportunity  of  attending  the  Laconia 
school.  In  my  report  of  last  year  I  called  attention  to 
the  handicap  to  which  our  eighth  grade  graduates  are 
under  as  they  enter  upon  the  work  of  the  ninth  grade,  or 
first  year  of  the  High  school  proper,  at  Laconia.  Nine 
Gilford  children  are  now  enrolled  in  the  seventh  and 
eighth  grades  in  Laconia.  In  addition  there  are  eleven 
children  enrolled  in  the  lower  grades  at  Laconia,  and 
twenty-six  in  the  Laconia  Senior  High  school,  and  one 
in  the  Alton  High  school.  This  makes  a  total  school  popu- 
lation of  124.    One  year  ago  it  was  140. 

The  No.  Twelve  school  continues  to  have  a  large  en- 
rollment with  no  immediate  prospect  of  a  decrease  in 
numbers.  Several  factors  make  this  school  a  difficult  one. 
All  of  these  children  reside  within  easy  access  of  Laconia 
schools.  It  may  be  that  it  would  prove  a  wise  policy  to 
send  these  children  to  Laconia.  I  would  recommend  that 
this  matter  have  the  serious  consideration  of  the  School 
Board. 

No  special  repairs  have  been  made  on  school  buildings 
this  past  year.  If  the  No.  Nine  bniilding  is  to  be  used  for 
school  purposes  for  any  considerable  time  there  should  be 
alterations  and  repairs  made  which  would  mean  consider- 
able outlay.  The  relocating  of  the  highway  near  the  In- 
tervale building  makes  it  advisable  to  move  this  building 
and  put  it  on  a  foundation.  A  special  article  in  the  school 
warrant  calls  for  an  appropriation  for  this  purpose.
